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DESIGN FOR CUP AND SAUCER.

sHIS design may be used in three ways, the 
effect of which may be seen in the drawing. 
The first ; or simplest is for tinting and paste 
work. The other two tinting, painting and 
paste. For the design with the roses, rise 
Imperial Coalpoart green, a light tint around 
the edge, and the panels a deeper shade — the green comes 
in two shades and it will be easier to use both. After 
the tints are laid paint the roses, for which use carmine, 
and in the deepest touches a bit of ruby purple. Shade 
with a delicate wash of apple-green, and put a thin 
wash of ivory-yellow over the base of the petals. The

leaves in light are cool, warm in the shadows. The. 
mossy effects are delicate shades of green into which a 
little pink and yellow is run. The third treatment of 
the design is to tint the edge which shows dark a deep 
maroon or grounding ruby. The flowers are painted 
with the same colors as the roses, only with more 
■strength of color in the shadows to keep it in harmony 
with the border. The background of the flowers is 
celestial green. Keep all soft and strive more for a 



good effect of color than detail. Centres of the flowers 
yellow, Alberts, and yellow ochre. After the painting 
is done the paste is to be laid and fired. For the second 
firing retouch the flowers and gild the paste.

THIS design although for a cup and saucer may be 
used on many of the small trays, boxes, etc. The 
prettiest way of using it will be as a monochrome, 
the Holland Delft blue now so popular will suit it well. 
The edge to be blue also. The natural color of the 
flowers is the palest of blue lavender which grows darker 
with the age of the flower, the centres yellow on a green- 
ish shade. The hole in the very centre brown, green 
stems, yellowish green. Grasses and background 
effect, warm low-toned greens, with here and there a 
strong touch to give character.
